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First wind and rain, but 
is snow now sweeping in?

STORMS swept across the county 
at the end of the week, bringing 
chaos to the roads and rails - and 
there are fears this weekend will 
see temperatures plummet and the 
chance of snow sweeping in. 

The Met Office says there is a 
chance of ‘prolonged snow’ 
between Sunday and Tuesday in 
the region, prompting fears we 
could be plunged into a cold snap. 

This week saw wind speeds of up 
to 75mph whip the south coast, 
forcing ferries to be cancelled or 
delayed from Dover. As a conse¬ 
quence, as freight transport 
stacked up, police put Operation 
Stack into place on Wednesday 
night, and the M20 between 
Maidstone and Ashford turned into 
a giant lorry park until Thursday 
lunchtime. 

Congestion on the A-roads 
followed as a consequence. 

Meanwhile, on the rails, a lorry 
struck a bridge at Chestfield which 
caused the Faversham line to be 
closed on Thursday morning. 

The Environment Agency issued 
a number of flood warnings as 


heavy rainfall swelled rivers and 
many roads found themselves under 
water. Areas around Ashford were 
particularly affected - including key 
routes between the town and 
Faversham and Canterbury. 

Yalding, worst hit by the 
flooding last winter, was also once 
again bracing itself for trouble, 
with a flood warning on Friday. 

Near Faversham, a woman and 
two children had to be rescued by 
emergency teams after their car 


became trapped in floodwater on 
Thursday night. 

Crews were called to Selling 
Road, between Neames Forstal and 
Oversland, where the car had 
become stuck with water up to the 
gear box. 

Now, after the rain and wind, the 
Met Office says we can expect to see 
what has been a relatively mild spell 
turn chilly as temperatures drop. 

With the wind chill factor, it says 
the temperature today will feel 


below zero, with the prospect of 
some wintry showers. 

A spokesman said the forecast 
for the next few days was cold, with 
further wintry showers and sunny 
periods. 

“Showers are most likely during 
Sunday, perhaps with some 
prolonged snow for a time. There 
will be widespread overnight 
frosts, locally severe,” he added.

Family’s terror as e-cig 
explodes and sets fire 
to children’s bedroom 


A FATHER who had to call fire crews 
after an electric cigarette he was 
charging at his home exploded and 
sent flames shooting across the room 
has spoken of his terror. 

Mark Stockdale, from Teynham, 
had been charging the cigarette in 
his children’s bedroom when the 
drama occured. It left him with 
burns to his fingers and palm, as well 
as igniting his home. 

He said: “I can’t believe how lucky 
I was. It had only been on charge 
about 10 minutes, when I heard a 
swooshing noise. The next minute it 
exploded in my hand, shooting 
flames across the room and setting 
the bedding alight. 

“I dread to think what could have 
happened if I’d left it charging and gone 
out or if we’d been asleep. It could’ve 
killed us and gutted our home.” 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service 
(KFRS) was called to the bungalow 
in London Road last Friday after¬ 
noon, January 9, just after 2.30pm 
and found the fire was already out. 


Firefighters treated Mr Stockdale for 
burns until paramedics arrived. 

KFRS community safety manager, 
Charlie Smith, said: “If your New 
Year’s resolution is to quit smoking 
and you’re using an e-cigarette to 
help you, please make sure you know 
how to charge it safely.” 

The warning comes a month after a 
house fire in Sheerness was thought 
to have been started by an e-cigarette 
being charged incorrectly. On that 
occasion, the blaze caused severe 
damage to a bedroom and extensive 
smoke damage to the upstairs of a 
home in Alexandra Road. 

Mr Smith added: “You might save 
a few pounds if you buy cheap or 
incompatible chargers but is it really 
worth putting your family or home 
at risk? 

“If your e-cigarette doesn’t come 
with a charger, please don’t assume 
that your USB cables can be trans¬ 
ferred between devices. Chargers for 
mobile phones are often more 
powerful, so can overheat.” 


Hundreds caught by M25's 
'smart' speed cameras 


HUNDREDS of drivers on the M25 
near Sevenoaks have been caught 
by so-called ‘smart’ speed 
cameras since their introduction 
just two months ago. 

The cameras have caught 700 
drivers speeding Some 520 were 
breaking the 70mph limit, while the 
rest were exceeding variable 
speed limits on the stretch. 

Unlike traditional speed cameras, 


the gantry devices use digital 
technology. 

This allows them to scan four 
separate lanes at the same time - 
traditional cameras can only be 
trained on one lane at a time. 

Known as the Highways Agency 
Digital Enforcement Camera 
System, they have been in 
operation between junctions five 
and six of the motorway. 


No challenge to sentence of 
teacher who had sex with pupil 


TIN 18-MONTH suspended 
sentence for a teacher who had sex 
with a 16-year-old schoolgirl will 
not be investigated by the Attorney 
General’s office, it was confirmed 
on Thursday. 

Stuart Kemer, 44, fromAylesford, 
received the sentence for two counts 
of sexual activity with a child by a 
person in a position of trust while 
working at Bexleyheath Academy. 


A spokesperson for the Attorney 
General said: “We carefully 
considered whether the sentence 
could be referred to the Court of 
Appeal for being too low - as part 
of the ‘unduly lenient sentence 
scheme’. 

‘ ‘Kemer’s crimes are not 
included in this scheme, meaning 
the law officers are unable to refer 
this.” 
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Pub Landlord to stand for South Thanet seat 


POPULAR comedian A1 Murray - best known for his 
creation the Pub Landlord - confirmed he is to stand 
against Nigel Farage in Thanet at May’s general election. 

Mr Farage is hoping to win the South Thanet seat for 
Ukip after it is vacated by Tory Laura Sandys. 

But he will be challenged by a comic whose 
no-nonsense character is based upon a love of all 


things traditionally British. His party? The Free United 
Kingdom Park, or FUKP for short. 

Manifesto pledges include bricking up the Channel 
Tunnel and lowering the cost of beer to just lp a pint. 
The 46-year-old said: “It seems to me that the UK is 
ready for a bloke waving a pint around, offering 
common sense solutions. 


Land deal agreed as £2bn 
London Paramount park 
edges closer to reality

PLANS for the £2 billion London 
Paramount entertainment complex 
took a stride forward this week as 
the owner of the land signed a deal to 
sell it to the park’s developer. 

The multi-million pound deal will 
see the 388-acre former cement 
works site, once the biggest in the 
UK until it closed in 1993, on the 
Swanscombe peninsula sold by La¬ 
farge Tarmac to London Resort 
Company Holdings (LRCH), the 
company driving forward with de¬ 
velopment of the park. 

Expected to ultimately become 
one of the biggest parks of its kind in 
Europe, the resort will feature, if all 
goes to plan, a major theme park, 
more than 5,000 hotel rooms, and 
major entertainment facilities such 
as venues and conferencing. 

It is expected to generate some 
27,000 new jobs, and would attract 
around 50,000 visitors a day. A li¬ 
censing deal with movie studio Par-

amount will give it access to a range 
of major brands such as Star Trek, 
Titanic and Mission: Impossible. 

The land straddles Dartford and 
Gravesham boroughs. 


With public consultations already 
under way, the ‘binding option 
agreement’ announced this week 
will allow plans to progress as 
planned. 

David Testa, executive director of 
LRCH said: “It further underlies our 
commitment to delivering the 
project and is welcome news as we 
continue to consult and engage with 
the local Dartford and Gravesham 
communities living near the site and 
more widely with our interested par¬ 
ties.” 

Two stages of public consultation 
have been held by LRCH to date, in¬ 
volving over 4,000 members of the 
Kent community. A further two fur¬ 
ther stages of consultation are 
planned before LRCH intends to sub¬ 
mit a draft development consent or¬ 
der in autumn 2015. It is hoped to 
open by Easter 2020.

MP confirms 
he is to quit 
Westminster 


SIR Hugh Robertson, MP for Faversham 
and Mid Kent, has announced he will 
stand down from Parliament at the 
2015 general election. 

The Conservative politician has held 
the safe seat since 2001. He will be best 
remembered for being sports minister 
during the London 2012 Olympic Games. 

He was also minister for the Middle 
East, North Africa and counter terror¬ 
ism, getting involved in the Middle East 
peace process. 

He said: “It has been a huge privilege 
to represent my own home area for the 
past decade and a half. 

“I am very grateful for the hard work 
and support of the many friends in my 
association who enabled me, firstly, to 
win my seat in 2001 and then to double 
my majority twice in 2005 and 2010.” 

“As a minister, I was fortunate to have 
two very different jobs, both of which I 
enjoyed enormously,” he said. 

“However, having reached my 52nd 
birthday and with five year Parliaments 
now part of the political landscape, this 
is realistically the last opportunity to 
move on and pursue a new career 
outside of Parliament. 

“Both David Cameron and the 
Conservative Party will continue to 
have my full and active support.” 


Mystery cat strolls onto 
police firing range 

The RSPCA is appealing for information after a 
tabby cat took a walk on the wild side, strolling 
past a firing range and into a police training 
centre in Gravesend. 

The adult tabby and white male cat was spotted 
at the centre in Mark Lane last Thursday and 
quickly made himself at home with the security 
guards at the gatehouse for a few days. 

Staff fed him and cared for him as they tried to 
find an owner. 

It is currently a bit of a mystery where the cat 
came from, as the centre is in a remote area far 
from any homes. 

Leanne Ferguson, security team leader, said: 
“We’re so far out here I just have no idea where he 
came from.” 

Ms Ferguson took the cat, thought to be around 
two or three years old, to a vet on Monday. 

The RSPCA were called and the cat, who is in 
good health, is being looked after by them until 
his owner can be traced. 


Farage book details 
'Purple Revolution’ 

UKIP leader Nigel Farage has written an explosive 
new book which promises to reveal how the party 
has been stealthily trying to poach MPs from other 
parties. 

Independent publisher Biteback, run by Pembury- 
based political expert and radio presenter Iain Dale, will 
be publishingThe Purple Revolution: The Year That 
Changed Everything in March. The company has also 
published Mr Farage’s autobiography, Flying Free. 

Mr Dale said:' We know people are desperate to 
learn more about Nigel Farage as a man and what he 
stands for. This is a book that could influence the 
outcome of the election.” 

The publisher says the book tells' ‘the untold story 
of the journey Ukip has travelled under Farage’s 
leadership, from the icy fringes of British politics all 
the way to Westminster, where it is poised to claim the 
popular vote. 

Mr Farage, who lives in Westerham, will be 
competing to win the South Thanet seat at the May 
general election. 


Row brews over 580 
new homes proposal 

COUNTRYSIDE campaigners are warning that 
proposals submitted for 580 new homes off Swan- 
stree Avenue in Sittingboume would cause severe 
damage to the countryside. 

CPRE Kent - the county branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England - says that the scheme would 
be a disaster for the countryside - designated as a 
Special Landscape Area. 

The proposal would see land developed between 
Sittingboume and Rodmersham Green - an area 
described by those against the plans as ‘ ‘a vital green gap’ ’. 

The plans have been submitted by Gladman 
Developments Ltd and will be considered by Swale 
Borough Council over the coming weeks. 

Senior planner for CPRE Kent, Brian Lloyd, said: 
“This is an attempt by the developer to undermine 
the new Swale Local Plan by seeking to get planning 
permission for a greenfield site that has been rejected 
by the council in its new plan.

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Funding cuts 
hit grammar 
schools hard

A -LEVEL subjects like lan¬ 
guages, music and even 
physics could become a 
thing of the past in 
grammar schools be¬ 
cause of funding cuts made to educa¬ 
tion providers, according to experts. 

Reforms made to the 16 to 19-year- 
old funding formula means that sixth 
forms are now paid per student rath¬ 
er than per subject taught, and these 
cuts mean that students could also 
face bigger class sizes of up to 30 stu¬ 
dents and less teaching staff. 

Damian Green, MP for Ashford has 
claimed that it is grammar schools 
that are “appallingly affected by the 
unfairnesses in the funding system”, a 
sentiment echoed by fellow Tory, 
Dartford MP Gareth Johnson. 

Speaking to KoS, Mr Johnson said: 
“Unintended consequences mean 
there is a disproportionate impact on 
grammar schools. We are very proud 
of our grammar schools in Kent. 
“Grammar schools have been 


worse hit because their proportion¬ 
ally larger sixth form sizes mean the 
cuts will have a bigger impact, as 
funding for under-16s is more gener¬ 
ous, giving the schools less opportu¬ 
nity to reallocate budgets.” 

For this reason, non-selective 
schools with large sixth forms would 
also suffer. 

On top of this, grammar schools 
are unlikely to benefit for the extra 
funding available for students with 
low prior attainment or deprivation. 

David Anderson is the head teacher 
of Queen Elizabeth’s Grammar School 
in Faversham, and a committee mem¬ 
ber of the Kent and Medway Grammar 
Schools Heads’ Association. 

He said: “The association did a 
survey, and found out that these cuts 
are having an impact across all 
grammar schools. We have seen 
funding cuts from £5,010 per student 
to £4,300, and this is set to drop to 
around £4,000. These issues are 
across the board, and we are con¬ 
cerned that in the future, some gram¬ 
mar schools will face insolvency, or 
have to take extreme measures.” 

There have been claims that a so- 


called ‘posh pupil premium’, where 
students who have attained all grade 
B or above at GCSE, could be awarded 
an additional £400-£800 funding in 
order to study an extra A-level, a pol¬ 
icy that would almost certainly ben¬ 
efit grammar schools. 

However, according to Mr Ander¬ 
son this premium does not actually 
exist yet, and is currently just an idea 
that is being discussed. 

He said: “We are all in a position 
where we are finding budgets are 
tighter, and we are having to make 
staff redundancies.” 

Former Gravesend headteacher 


Peter Read, who is now an education 
advisor, waded into the debate, de¬ 
scribing the cuts as “dreadful”. He 
said: “It is minority subjects that will 
suffer, as if there are less than 12 stu¬ 
dents taking a course, it will no long¬ 
er be financially viable to run. 

“Subjects such as English and 
maths will be ok, but subjects like 
languages, and even physics could 
bite the dust - it would be a tragedy as 
we need these subjects. 

“Those in charge of education poli¬ 
cy are going to have to make very dif¬ 
ficult decisions and there are no are¬ 
as that can be comfortably cut. With 


this one in particular, I think the 
consequences are very visible. I 
would hate to have to choose which 
bits of funding to cut myself though.” 

A Department of Education spokes¬ 
man said: “We have protected the 
schools’ budget in real terms - allow¬ 
ing us to ensure all councils are re¬ 
ceiving the same amount per pupil as 
in 2010. It is down to councils to de¬ 
termine exactly how that funding is 
given to individual schools, but we 
have made sure that no school’s 
budget falls by more than 1.5 per cent 
from one year to the next. 

“All state schools, including gram-

mar schools, are funded in exactly 
the same way. We have ended the his¬ 
toric and unfair funding difference 
between post-16 schools and colleges 
by funding them per student, rather 
than discriminating between qualifi¬ 
cations. These changes affect all post- 
16 schools and colleges, so it is not 
true to say this has ‘unintended con¬ 
sequences’ on grammar schools. 

“We have also increased funding 
for those that successfully study four 
or more A-levels and large TechBacc 
programmes, giving schools and col¬ 
leges the green light to further help 
their most able students.” 


Family ‘heartbroken’ at death 


More than 40,000 had joined a Facebook site hoping to find him, but last Sunday 
hope was extinguished as the body of Pat Lamb was found in the River Medway. 
Molly Kersey speaks to his girlfriend at the end of a traumatic and tragic week. 


T RIBUTES have poured in 
this week after the body of 
missing Pat Lamb was for¬ 
mally identified after being 
found in the River Medway 
last weekend. 

Mr Lamb, 28, who had grown up in 
Whistable and Canterbury, had gone 
missing after a night out in Maid¬ 
stone on December 13, sparking a 
massive hunt to find him. 

The last sighting of him on CCTV 
saw him walking in the direction of 
the Medway. 

Police recovered his body from 
Cuxton marina last Sunday after it 
was spotted by a passer-by. His re¬ 
mains were formally identified on 
Wednesday. A report has now been 
sent to the coroner. An inquest to es¬ 
tablish the cause of death is expected 
to be opened soon. His phone and 
wallet were found on his body. 

Spearheading the campaign was 
his girlfriend of six years, Natasha 
Morgan, whom he shared a home 
with in Greenhithe. 

Speaking to KoS this week, a devas¬ 
tated Ms Morgan said: “This news is 
so heartbreaking for everyone who 
loved him and for everyone he loved. 
He was taken too soon from us and 
my heart will be forever broken. 


“He was a special person and it is 
the little things I will miss. I keep ex¬ 
pecting him to walk through the door 
and say ‘hello muffin’.” 

Harnessing social media, more than 
40,000 people had followed a Face- 
book page set up to try and find him. 

A subsequent online petition, set 
up by Cathleen Breen or Orpington, 
has already secured 2,000 signa¬ 
tures calling for the banks of the Med¬ 
way to be fenced off to “prevent more 
tragic and unnecessary deaths”. 

It is not the first time a reveller has 
gone missing after falling into the river. 

Kieron Knowiden, 25, a father-of- 
one from Tonbridge was recovered 
from the river last March after going 
missing for two weeks. 

Chief Inspector Susie Harper of 
Kent Police said: “I would like to reit¬ 
erate my thanks to all those who have 
supported the search for Patrick. 

“This includes Kent Search and 
Rescue, and the many people who 
have shared appeals for information 
via social media, and volunteers who 
gave up their own time to assist with 
the search. 

“We would ask that they are now 
left to grieve in private.”

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Will £lm fund help crack down 
on those flouting planning laws? 

Eric Pickles this week unveiled councils could dip into a special cash pot available to them to help 
take those seriously abusing planning regulations to court. Jamie Weir looks at what it will mean 


F OR anyone involved in the 
planning process on coun¬ 
cils in our county, the issues 
of the unscrupulous build¬ 
ing without the correct 
planning permission is nothing new. 

Build and the chances are you’ll be 
granted retrospective permission - too 
late of course for any local objections to 
be lodged - or face a lengthy legal battle 
which can hoover up thousands of 
pounds of local taxpayer money. 

However, this week, the govern¬ 
ment announced a new pot of cash for 
councils - the Planning Enforcement 
Fund - which will help to pay up to 
£10,000 per case to challenge devel¬ 
opment which ‘seriously’ flouts plan¬ 
ning rules. 

It hopes to tackle everyone from 
those adding unauthorised home ex¬ 
tensions to those building much larg¬ 
er developments. 

While this happens across the 
county, the decision over which cases 
to pursue is becoming a tougher call 
to make with central government 
funding constantly eroding the local 
authority’s public purse. 

An example was when Gravesham 
Borough Council took a traveller cou¬ 
ple to court after they moved their mo¬ 
bile home onto land without gaining 
the necessary consent. The case was 
won, but at a cost. 

The legal costs of getting a court in¬ 
junction can easily consume up to 
£13,000. All of which means this new 
envelope of money has become of 


greater significance to cash-strapped 
local authorities. 

Alec Lauder - development control 
manager at Dartford Borough Council 
- explained: “There’s every prospect 
we’ll use this fund, as although we 
don’t use injunctions very often, they 
are extremely useful when we do. 

“In the past we have had to really 
think about taking out an injunction 
and sometimes it has put us off as they 
can be extremely expensive, and espe¬ 
cially now, as local authority budgets 
are decreasing, its becoming more im¬ 
portant to keep costs down.” 

Paul Watkins is the Conservative 
leader of Dover District Council. He 
told KoS: “It’s great that the resources 
are being put in to help enforcement of 
the planning system, as historically 
this has been hampered by insuffi¬ 
cient resources. Planning enforce¬ 
ment is an important part of ensuring 
that the right development goes in the 
right place.” 

Planning charity the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England (CPRE) is also 
pleased that money is being pumped 
in to making sure illegal development 
is stopped. 

Brian Lloyd is the senior planner at 
the charity’s Kent branch. 

He told KoS: “We need to ensure 
residents are protected from inappro¬ 
priate development ruining their 
home environment and threatening 
our countryside. 

“The planning system is there for a 
reason and should be adhered to. We 


hope this fund will mean more action 
is taken in Kent against people who 
believe they can ignore the planning 
system and nothing will be done. We 
call on authorities to take decisive ac¬ 
tion at an early stage, if necessary by 
taking out court injunctions.” 

According to figures from central 
Government, over the last 10 years 
there have been an average 60 court 
injunctions to stop unauthorised devel¬ 
opment ordered across the UK each 
year. It’s not a lot, but it is a last resort. 

But fighting unauthorised develop¬ 
ment is only part of the positive aspect 
on the new funding according to Cllr 
Watkins. 

The Dover leader said: “The new re¬ 
sources are positive, but that’s only one 
side of the coin. Another element of this 
is that it helps to redress the criticism 
that the government’s new planning 
system is loaded in favour of developers, 
and will always say yes to development. 
But this shows that actually, the govern¬ 
ment is willing to help councils get 
tough on development when it shouldn’t 
be happening.” 

That is also the message from the 
minister for communities and local 
government - which announced the 
new fund - Eric Pickles. 

He said: “We believe in putting pow¬ 
er back in the hands of local commu¬ 
nities and empowering councils to 
take action against those who do not 
play by the rules. 

“Councils should not be afraid of us¬ 
ing court injunctions for serious plan¬ 


ning breaches and this new £1 million 
enforcement fund gives councils extra 
resources in the fight against unau¬ 
thorised development. 

“The public rightly expects fair play 
in the planning system. Law-abiding 
residents follow the rules and obtain 
planning permission so they find it 
galling to see others who don’t. That’s 
why we set up this new fund to help 
councils act swiftly to stop unauthor¬ 
ised development.” 

But while many are celebrating the 
funding, others point out that the pot 
is relatively small and the ability to ac¬ 
cess the funding only when a court 
injunction is necessary. 


PERMITTING planning consent 
for development is one of the key 
tasks of local authorities. 

They have power over all work 
in their areas; a balancing act of 
progress and protection. 

To tackle unauthorised 
developments, they have a 
variety of enforcement measures. 

Temporary Stop Notices can be 
used to stop any development 
dead in its tracks. These can be 
used by councils while they 
investigate the development or 
build a case against it. 

Enforcement notices can be 
served against those ignoring 


A spokesman for Gravesham council 
said: “We will draw on this fund if nec¬ 
essary. However court injunctions are 
rare and only used as a last resort.” 

The council spokesman also point¬ 
ed out that the pot of cash seemed 
small on a national scale. 

He said: “The sum will fund 90 such 
cases nationwide for a year so it’s 
spread across 300-plus local authori¬ 
ties. So, less than one apiece.”

planning rules. These will set out 
what the planning breach is, what 
needs to be done to correct it, and 
the timeframe to do so. If ignored, 
the offender can be prosecuted 
and fined up to £20,000. 

Stop notices can only be issued 
after an enforcement notice has 
been issued. They instantly stop 
further development, and may, in 
exceptional cases, require 
removal of development. There is 
no right of appeal, and it is an 
offence to breach a stop notice. 

In serious cases, court injunc¬ 
tions can be sought and failure to 
comply can mean prison. 


MEASURES IN THE ARSENAL 
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Theme park fined after toddler 
left with head injuries after fall 

A major investigation into how a four-year-old girl could fall through a broken fence and be left with a 
cracked skull and bleeding on the brain, has resulted in Chessington World of Adventures being fined 


O NE of the nation’s top 
theme parks has been hit 
with a heavy fine after a 
young girl suffered severe 
head injuries after falling 
14ft as she queued to get on one of its 
most popular rides. 

Chessington World of Adventures 
was told it must pay £150,000 after 
the four-year-old girl from Kent fell as 
she queued for the Tomb Blaster ride 
at the park in June 2012. 

The child, who cannot be named 
for legal reasons, received a fractured 
skull and bleeding on the brain after 
the fall. She also suffered broken ribs. 
It left her in hospital for a month after 
the event. 

The park said it “deeply regrets” the 
incident but insists its safety stand¬ 
ards are among the very best. 

Now the family of the injured girl - 
who may never fully recover from the 
extensive injuries she received-is calling 
on all attractions to toughen up their 
safety precautions to prevent any repeat. 

The company which operates the 
popular site, which borders the Lon¬ 
don Borough of Kingston upon 
Thames and Surrey, pleaded guilty 
after being prosecuted by the Health 
and Safety Executive. 

The victim’s family say they are re¬ 
lieved that the park’s owners have ac¬ 
cepted responsibility for the incident 
and say they hope all public attrac¬ 
tions will take steps to improve safety 
for young children. 

Chessington World of Adventures 
Operations Ltd pleaded guilty over 
safety breaches after the girl fell 
through a wooden queuing platform 
due to a missing panel. The company 
was fined £150,000 plus costs of 
12 Week ending January 18, 2015 


some £21,614 after pleading guilty to 
breaching the Health and Safety at 
Work Act 1974 

A hearing at Guildford Crown 
Court heard the HSE had identified 
that a rotting paling in the fence had 
fallen out on the morning of the inci¬ 
dent, having been dislodged, and that 
the whole fence showed evidence of 
serious weakening. 

Claire Howard, a specialist serious 
injury lawyer at Irwin Mitchell’s 
Southampton office representing the 
girl’s family, said: “The family was 
naturally devastated after the acci¬ 
dent and feared the worst. 

“She suffered serious head injuries 
and needs specialist support and re¬ 
habilitation to help her to overcome 
the trauma. 

“It is unknown what her long term 
prognosis will be but the rehabilita¬ 
tion package that we have imple¬ 
mented gives her parents peace of 
mind that she is making the best pos¬ 
sible recovery and is enabling them to 
get their lives back on track. 

“Although the HSE prosecution is 
now over, the civil claim continues. 

“She still has years of difficulty 
ahead of her because of her injuries 
and the likelihood is that she may 
have to live with the consequences of 
this incident forever.” 

The girl’s parents, from Sheppey, is¬ 
sued a joint statement after the hear¬ 
ing saying: “The past few years have 
been very tough for all the family but 
she has got stronger and stronger 
which has kept us going. 

“We wanted to know exactly how 
this incident was able to happen and 
how she could fall so far while queu¬ 
ing for a children’s ride. 


“One minute we were enjoying a 
fun day out and the next she is fight¬ 
ing for her life. We are grateful that 
the HSE carried out a thorough inves¬ 
tigation and we are relieved that the 
criminal trial is now over and the 
park’s owners have accepted respon¬ 
sibility for the accident. 

“This should never have happened 
and we hope that both Chessington 
World of Adventures and other public 
attractions learn from this to improve 
safety in future.” 

After the sentencing, investigating 
HSE inspector Karen Morris said: 
“This was a disastrous and horrifying 
incident for the child and her parents. 
They had travelled from their home in 
Kent for a fun day out together at this 
well-known attraction only to find 
themselves hours later in an intensive 
care ward with their daughter. 


“Quite simply, Chessington had in¬ 
sufficient measures in place to prevent 
or control the risk of falling from the 
raised walkway in the first place - and 
this was not just a couple of feet from 
the ground but nearly four metres. 

“This incident shows the impor¬ 
tance of implementing robust systems 
for checking and maintaining all as¬ 
pects of rides, and this includes the 
walkways and fencing associated with 
queuing and where people gather.” 

A statement from the park said: 
“Chessington World of Adventures 
regards the health and safety of its 
guests and employees as its number 
one priority. 

“The resort has an excellent safety 
record with no previous convictions or 
enforcement notices against it, and 
every year invests significant resources 
in maintenance and safety measures. 


“What happened to the young child 
was an isolated incident which we 
deeply regret, and from the outset we 
have put in place a package of support 
for the child and the family which will 
continue for as long as is required. 

“We also co-operated fully with the 
HSE investigation. 

“This showed both a rigorous in¬ 
spection and maintenance regime, 
and evidence not only of very swift 
action by staff, but also that the pal¬ 
ing was dislodged by the application 
of exceptional force upon it shortly 
before the accident. 

“Nevertheless, following the inci¬ 
dent in 2012, we worked with the 
HSE to act on all their comments, in¬ 
cluding putting some additional 
measures in place such as the instal¬ 
lation of a new metal safety fencing 
along the queue line.” 


SCENE OF THE FALL: A RECIPE FOR DISASTER 


THE accident occurred while the 
victim and her family were 
queuing for the Tomb Blaster ride 
at the theme park in June 2012. 

During the hearing at Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court, it was re¬ 
vealed that, after its investigation, 
the Health and Safety Executive 
(HSE) had identified that a rotting 
paling [a wooden post] in the 
fence (pictured) had fallen out on 
the morning of the incident, 
having been dislodged, and that 
the whole fence showed evidence 
of serious weakening. 

Explained the HSE: “However, 
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Chessington did not have either 
an adequate system of checking 
and inspecting the fencing or a 
maintenance process to ensure 
faults were identified and 
rectified.” 

The investigation revealed the 
fence palings, which were 
examined in detail, were found to 
have evidence of rot. 

HSE told the court that an 
adequate maintenance regime 
and reporting system would have 
captured details of regular 
repairs and identified problems 
and trends.

A&Es in crisis: 
‘We came close 
to not having 
enough beds’ 

As more than 20 emergency departments put 
themselves on ‘major incident’ footing earlier 
this month, sparking a national outcry, Kent 
avoided such as step. Sarah Linney speaks to 
our hospitals to find out why we fared better. 


C AREFUL planning, 
help from other 
parts of the health 
service and staff 
who brought new 
meaning to the word dedica¬ 
tion have helped Kent’s hospi¬ 
tals get through the winter 
A&E crisis. 

Just. 

Jane Ely, interim director of 
operations at East Kent Hospi¬ 
tals University NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, says that although 
its three hospitals (the Wil¬ 
liam Harvey in Ashford, the 
QEQM in Margate and the 
Kent and Canterbury) man¬ 
aged to cope, there were mo¬ 
ments when the trust was not 
far off waving the distress 
flag. 

“We had times when we 
had too many people in A&E 
and we were concerned,” she 
said. 

“We came close to not hav¬ 
ing enough beds for the pa¬ 
tients who needed them, and 
where people were in a bed 
but were kept waiting too 
long to be on a ward. 

“It feels relentless some¬ 


times as it is one day after the 
next. You want to protect 
your staff and make sure they 
get the rest they need.” 

Had things got much 
worse, the trust would have 
had to ask for help, she said. 

Across the country earlier 
this month the alarm was 
raised as hospitals hit break¬ 
ing point and declared ‘major 
incident’ status. 

In what seemed to be a 
flood of cases, more than 20 
found themselves swamped. 

Possible measures would 
have included seeing if any 
other hospitals were able to 
spare staff to help, or take 
care of extra patients 
temporarily. 

Of particular concern was 
just what was causing the in¬ 
crease. With the winter 
weather mild, there appeared 
to be no clear indicator as to 
why emergency departments 
were struggling. 

The analysis of just what 
happened continues but 
would appear to be a blend of 
too many people going to 
A&E rather than a GP or mi¬ 


nor injury unit, so called ‘bed 
blockers’ who are well 
enough to go home but don’t 
have the relevant care in 
place to be released, and fund¬ 
ing pressures. 

Kent, however, avoided fol¬ 
lowing many in taking such a 
step. 

“Quite often in those situa¬ 
tions people will say we have 
a member of staff who can 
help you,” Miss Ely explained. 

Mercifully, however, this 
didn’t have to happen - al¬ 
though a number of opera¬ 
tions had to be cancelled, in¬ 
cluding 11 in one day at the 
QEQM. 

“We reviewed all patients 
on a daily basis and we didn’t 
cancel any urgent operations 
or cancer patients,” Miss Ely 
added. 

“But we cancelled some 
non-urgent surgery, for 
which we are very sorry, as 
we do realise the impact that 
has, but we had to prioritise 
the beds for patients who 
needed them. We were able 
to manage most patients 
as day cases - they came in

early and went home late.” 

Morag Jackson, chief oper¬ 
ating officer of Medway Foun¬ 
dation Trust, which runs 
Medway Maritime Hospital, 
agreed. “There were huge 
pressures across the whole 
system,” she said. 

“Our entire focus over the 
period of time was on how we 
managed the acute patients, 
made sure they were safe, 
moved them onto the wards 
and discharged them. 

“We made sure that the ex¬ 
ecs were in, which doesn’t 
necessarily help look after pa¬ 
tients, but we made sure they 
were doing all the liaison - 
phonecalls to other health 
bodies - so our clinical staff 
could look after patients and 
their families.” 

Medway also cancelled all 
non-urgent operations last 
week and the week before, 
and was due to review the sit¬ 
uation on Friday (as KoS went 
to press). Operations on pa¬ 
tients with cancer or life- 
threatening conditions were 
not affected. 

“We had to make sure we 
were completely focused on 


being able to move patients 
through the emergency de¬ 
partment,” Mrs Jackson said. 

But it was the staff, Miss Ely 
said, who really got the trust 
through. 

“All our staff went way be¬ 
yond what we expected,” she 
said. 

“We had a lot of people can¬ 
cel leave and come in, or peo¬ 
ple volunteering to stay later. 
The executive director, the 
medical director and the chief 
nurse were all in at weekends 
working. 

“We had doctors who were 
still there at 2 am when nor¬ 
mally they would be finishing 
in the early evening. 

“It was an amazing re¬ 
sponse and I am really proud.” 

Mrs Jackson in Medway 
agreed. “Our staff were great, 
both on the front line and eve¬ 
rywhere else,” she said. 

“But we don’t want every¬ 
one working lots of additional 
hours and ending up burned 
out themselves.” 

Miss Ely said that good 
preparation - and learning 
from the past - had also 
helped. 


“We planned well ahead as 
much as we could and moni¬ 
tored the situation daily,” she 
said. 

“We alerted people if we 
were under pressure, and SE- 
CAMB [the ambulance serv¬ 
ice] put a member of their 
team into all our major 
departments. 

“They have different infor¬ 
mation from us, they can tell 
us how many ambulances we 
should expect that day, if they 
are seeing a higher than ex¬ 
pected demand, and they can 
see if a 999 call comes in. We 
record people as soon as they 
arrive, but they can tell us 
who is going to arrive and we 
can plan for the next couple of 
hours. 

“We have GPs in A&E too, 
and SECAMB will assess a pa¬ 
tient so sometimes those pa¬ 
tients can be directed to them.” 

The health service also ran 
extensive media campaigns 
letting people know about al¬ 
ternatives to A&E - such as 
minor injury units or phar¬ 
macies - and some surgeries 
were open seven-days-a- 
week. 


IT’S not the patients’ fault for turning 
up at A&E unnecessarily - it’s chronic 
underfunding which has led to the 
system becoming overstretched, 
Kent’s National Health Action Party 
candidate says. 

Paul Hobday, who is standing for the 
pro-NHS party in Maidstone and the 
Weald against Conservative Helen 
Grant, said: “This is our NHS brought 
to its knees by this government’s pro¬ 
gramme of underfunding, cuts, clo¬ 
sures and chaotic management. 

“We need to stop blaming patients 
for turning up at A&E unnecessarily. If 
you look closely at the figures, the 


number of people attending A&E in 
December was actually lower than in 
the summer. In the weeks ending De¬ 
cember 21 and 28, there were 289,530 
and 262,879 people attending major 
A&E departments, compared with 
298,955 in the week ending June 22 
and 298,711 in the week ending July 20. 

“The real issue is the lack of capacity 
of hospitals to admit and care for pa¬ 
tients, causing pressure in A&E. The UK 
has the second lowest number of hospi¬ 
tal beds per capita in Europe. And the 
government’s programme of down¬ 
grading and closing A&Es and urgent 
care centres is fuelling the A&E logjam.”

“The sense we get is that the mes¬ 
sage has made people think twice be¬ 
fore coming to A&E,” Miss Ely said. 

“According to a report we have 
had, younger people are using it as 
their first port of call as large num¬ 
bers of them are still not registered 
with their GP. Or sometimes we have 
people saying they have come for a 
second opinion. 

“The issue is minor injuries that 
could be seen elsewhere, and the 
number of people coming to A&E 
with those has reduced. 

“But as a population we have for¬ 
gotten basic first aid, and we still see a 
proportion of people who didn’t need 
to come to us and should have gone to 
a minor injuries unit.” 

Mrs Jackson added: “The message 
went out to GPs asking them to see 
patients in their home or in the 
surgery. 

“And we work very closely with 
community and social care to make 
sure that if patients could go to a 
more appropriate place, or go home, 
then that’s what happened. 

“We saw up to a 30 per cent in¬ 
crease in the number of patients com¬ 
pared with last year, and we are see¬ 
ing an increase in the number of 
patients coming to A&E anyway as 
the population is ageing. 

“We have a nurse who assesses all 
the patients when they come in, to see 
if they need acute care or to see the 
GP on site, and normally about 25 per 
cent of patients who present at A&E 
go to the GP, but over the last few 
weeks this reached 30 per cent. 
Sometimes that’s to do with the 
availability of appointments, or 
sometimes people want to see a doc¬ 
tor immediately.” 

However, Miss Ely stressed that 


most of the patients who had come to 
A&E genuinely did need to be there - 
and that people who were concerned, 
or who had symptoms such as chest 
pains or breathing problems, should 
call 999 or 111. 

“We have seen some quite ill pa¬ 
tients this year - and more patients 
over 75,” she added. 

“It’s not all about drunk people, or 
people using A&E rather than going 
to their GP. There have been small 
amounts of that, but we have seen 
high numbers of sick people. 


“The needs of patients have also in¬ 
creased compared with last year. 
There were more people who needed 
support to get out of hospital again. 
The need for care homes and 
residential homes has been 
unprecedented and we are going to 
look into that as a team in more de¬ 
tail, as sometimes that delayed those 
people going home. 

“Quite a few of our patients have 
long-standing conditions. A chest 
infection on top of diabetes can 
make it quite complex and it 


KENT’S eight clinical commis¬ 
sioning groups (CCGs) - the 
bodies responsible for organ¬ 
ising healthcare in the county 
and comprising local GPs - ran 
a campaign in the media from 
October onwards to raise 
awareness of alternatives to 
A&E for out-of-hours care. 

The CCGs also worked to¬ 
gether to develop an award¬ 
winning app, called Health Help 
Now, to help people work out 
where they need to go for care. 

The app lists common symp¬ 
toms and suggests the best 


place for treatment, with direc¬ 
tions to the nearest services 
and opening times. It includes 
advice for all age groups, in¬ 
cluding babies, children, teen¬ 
agers, adults and the elderly. 

The campaign also reminded 
people who need medical help 
fast but are not a 999 emergency 
to dial the NHS for free on 111. 

Other things people can do 
include taking exercise, stock¬ 
ing their medicine cabinet, not 
drinking too much and asking 
their GP to call them back if 
they can’t get to their surgery. 



needs to be managed carefully.” 

Medway was, in fact, the second 
worst A&E in England according to 
figures released last week, and the 
hospital has now been in special 
measures for 18 months, but Mrs 
Jackson, who was appointed in No¬ 
vember, says the new board are deter¬ 
mined to sort out its problems. 

“We have a new chairman, chief 
nurse, financial director and operat¬ 
ing officer and we are advertising for 
a chief executive,” she said. 

“There is an 18-month plan and we 


are committed to turning this round. 

“Some of the issues are not A&E’s 
fault. It’s because we haven’t got 
enough beds, and that is often be¬ 
cause we are not able to discharge 
patients quickly enough to their own 
home or to community healthcare. 

“We need to make sure that if 
there’s a way of getting them safely 
back to their own home, we discharge 
them quicker than we are managing 
at the moment. This requires real 
joined-up working between us and 
community services.”

Ex-anorexic: 
I can’t bear 
hearing of 
friends’ new 
year diets 


For the majority of us, seeking out a 
calorie-busting regime in the new year 
is an annual process. But for those who 
have suffered the hell of an eating 
disorder, this time of year brings with it 
a whole host of challenges to overcome.

W HEN it comes to 
January there are 
three things that 
you can be sure of. 
The weather will 
be glum, the shops will have sales and 
everyone is on a diet. 

The detoxes, denial and carb-cut- 
ting of the new year follow the mince 
pies and mulled wine of Christmas as 
surely as night follows day. At best, 
it’s all a bit irritating for those who 
don’t buy into the national weight 
loss obsession. 

At worst, if you’re one of the 30,000 
or so people in Kent who suffer from 
an eating disorder, it can worsen 
your condition and be a barrier to 
your recovery. 

Dance teacher Gemma Phazey, 
from Canterbury, is in recovery from 
anorexia, but says she still finds the 
post-Christmas period very hard. 

“It’s just horrible. I hate this time of 
year,” Miss Phazey said. 

“Some of my friends are on diets 
and I have to say to them: don’t talk to 
me about them. I don’t want to know 
if you have lost weight. 

“There are so many adverts every¬ 
where for weight loss programmes 
and weight loss tablets. I have to 
switch them off as I can’t watch them. 
And it seems like it’s everywhere now 
with social media.” 

Of course the vast majority of people 
will either shed the weight they want 
or simply give up. But others - almost 
always as a consequence of other is¬ 
sues in their lives - will go too far. 

It is estimated around 10 per cent 
will become anorexic - a serious 
mental health condition, which will 
see sufferers dramatically limit their 
food intake in a bid to attain a low 
weight, make themselves vomit and 
exercise excessively.

Around 40 per cent will be bulim¬ 
ic, which tends to involve binge eat¬ 
ing, then inducing vomiting or tak¬ 
ing laxatives in a bid to get rid of the 
food. 

The rest will fall into unspecified 
variations on the theme. 

Across the UK, it is thought that 
around 1.6 million people have an 
eating disorder - nearly 90 per cent of 
whom will be women. 

Miss Phazey’s problems started 
when she was 11 or 12, when she 
started to compare herself to other 
girls in her dance class. 

“I was looking at myself in a leotard 
and tights all day, and I thought that 
to be the best dancer I had to be su¬ 
per-skinny,” she recalled. 

“And I think I had that wiring in 
my head that meant I just kept going. 

“I got really good at hiding from 
people what I was doing, but a couple 
of years later my mum cottoned on 
and threatened to stop me going to 
dance classes.” 

It seemed that parental shock tac¬ 
tics had worked but Miss Phazey says 
that in reality, the problem lay dor¬ 
mant for years, then resurfaced in the 
lead-up to her wedding at the age of 
25. 

“I thought I had gone back to eat¬ 
ing properly, but I still wouldn’t eat 
crisps and chocolate. I think it was 
underlying for a long time,” she said. 

“It was very slow and gradual. I cut 
things out, but I put it down to stress. 
My husband was away in the week so 
I would just eat an evening meal in 
the week and then eat normally when 
he was home, so he didn’t think there 
was anything wrong. 

“I went to the doctor on January 
22, 2013. It was the Christmas that 
made me think, this isn’t right. I 
dreaded Christmas, and I wasn’t be¬ 
ing myself because I was so stressed 
out. I actually went because I was 
having anxiety attacks, and it all 
came out.

“The doctor was brilliant, and re¬ 
ferred me to a nutritionist and a 
therapist.” 

Part of the reason eating disorders 
often flourish for years is that unreal¬ 
istic ideals of thinness, and depriving 
ourselves of food in a bid to achieve 
them, have become more accepted in 
our society. 

This makes it much easier for those 
who have crossed the, sometimes 
blurred, line into having an eating 
disorder to convince themselves that 
they don’t have a problem, and hard¬ 
er for them to recover - because, after 
all, isn’t it just normal to want to be 
very thin? 

“Everybody else would be saying ‘I 
have to diet and exercise’, and I would 
think, I need to do that as well,” Miss 
Phazey recalled. 

“Even if I am just talking to friends, 
people will say things like, ‘I’ve eaten 
too much, I’m going to cut out carbs’.

“I get really stressed about the 
amount of food that’s available over 
Christmas, and now I have to keep 
saying to myself: it doesn’t matter 
what everyone else does, don’t listen 
to the people who are trying to lose 
weight. But I find it really difficult to 
ignore the voice telling me that I need 
to go on a diet.” 

Like most recovering sufferers, 
Miss Phazey is acutely aware of the 
futility of our collective weight loss 
mania. 

“Before Christmas it’s all about eat¬ 
ing sweets and chocolate and every¬ 
thing else, and then when it’s over, 
that’s a bad thing,” said the 
2 8-year-old. 

“The other thing that bothers me is 
when people say they are going on a 
detox. My doctor has always said that 
your body looks after itself. 

“I used to naturally put a bit of 
weight on over Christmas, but as 


soon as I got back to work, without 
even thinking about it I would just go 
back to my normal weight. 

“The more you diet, the more you 
want things you can’t have. The best 
way is everything in moderation.” 

Her advice for anyone struggling is 
to not allow yourself to be exposed to 
talk of diets. 

“It took me a few years to be honest 
with my friends and say; you talking 
to me about diets doesn’t help,” Miss 
Phazey said. 

“They hadn’t realised that what 
they were saying was anything out of 
the ordinary.” 

Nigel Jacobs is a family therapist 
with the Kent and Medway Eating 
Disorders Service, run by the NHS. 

He says the service sees an increase 
in people seeking help in January. 

“Everyone is overindulging. If you 
are trying to restrict food it will make

you feel revolted towards it - and if 
you are suffering from bulimia, there 
is more and more temptation. And 
with buffets and plates of food left out, 
there is no sense of how much you’ve 
eaten,” he said. 

“There are mixed messages. We are 
told that we mustn’t over-consume, 
but then we are told that it’s okay to 
feast at Christmas - and then we are 
told to be healthy again. 

“We are bombarded with different 
definitions of what’s healthy. There’s 
this whole industry around healthy 
food, some of which is not healthy, 
but is just marketed as such.” 

He says society’s obsession with 
thinness means that on some level, 
anorexia sufferers are admired be¬ 
cause they have ‘achieved’ what eve¬ 
ryone apparently wants. 

“If you deny yourself food so you 
can be slim, there is a point at which 
you are applauded for your ‘determi¬ 
nation’. There’s a part of our society 
that values that ‘self-control’,” Mr 
Jacobs said. 

“That in itself can give people a lot 
of impetus to go beyond a normal 
healthy diet.” 

Many sufferers end up binge-eat¬ 
ing or suffering from bulimia after 
denying themselves adequate food for 
a long time. This can make them feel 
even more self-critical, when it is in 
fact a natural response to 
deprivation. 

“The moment you go on a diet, you 
become obsessed with food,” Mr 
Jacobs said. 

“And it’s really difficult to change 
your behaviour if the people around 
you are also behaving in that way.” 

Of course, many people on a post- 
Christmas diet have absolutely no 
need to be. 


“One week’s eating is not going to 
make a difference to your overall life,” 
Mr Jacobs said. 

“Most people have a weight range 
in which they can go up and down. 

“It’s about looking after yourself 
consistently all the time with eating 
and exercise and keeping them bal¬ 
anced - and having a true notion of 
what’s healthy. 

“All the evidence is now showing 
that we should not be dieting - we 
should be thinking about the way we 
eat. Generally most diets don’t work 
and result in yo-yo dieting.” 

He says that changes in society 
have contributed to unhelpful atti¬ 
tudes to food and weight - but points 
out that there is more to an eating 
disorder than this. 

“I think we have become a nation 
of grazers over the last few decades, 
instead of a structured family meal 
where everyone sits down at the same 
time,” Mr Jacobs said. 

“There is a surplus of food. Food is 
presented to us everywhere, even at 
the petrol station. 

“We will all say body size doesn’t 
matter, but we all get sucked into 
‘thin is beautiful’ - even though we 
all think it’s rubbish. 

“But eating disorders have nothing 
to do with food and everything to do 
with emotion. We all have links be¬ 
tween emotions and food - if you are 
feeling upset, you might have a 
chocolate bar or a glass of wine, or 
you might go off your food - but some 
people have an overdependence on 
that link and it becomes 
disproportionate.” 

He urges anyone who is finding 
they are struggling with food to see 
their doctor - and to seek help from 
those around them. 


“If you’re finding your diet is not 
about just losing a bit of weight, go to 
your GP and tell them. And find ways 
to have conversations with the people 
around you,” Mr Jacobs said. 

“It is very important to get early 
help and support. Emotions were 
never meant to be moderated by food. 
They are meant to be moderated by 
relationships, through a dialogue 
with those you love and who love 
you.” 

Mary George, a spokeswoman for 
eating disorder charity b-eat, says ce¬ 
lebrity culture is also a factor in the 
rise in eating disorders. 

“A preoccupation with weight and 
shape is one of the key features of cur¬ 


rent popular culture - and it is a glo¬ 
bal phenomenon,” she said. 

“The fascination with celebrities 
and their bodies, clothes and appear¬ 
ance has increased the pressure that 
young people feel as they seek to es¬ 
tablish their own identities - and typi¬ 
cally at a time when their own bodies 
are growing and changing. 

“Celebrities are scrutinised in the 
media for flaws and imperfections as 
much as for their attractiveness, lead¬ 
ing young people to consider their 
own bodies in a critical light too. 

“Added to this is airbrushing and 
digital manipulation of images - used 
to create a hyper-real perfection 
where even the most natural of varia¬ 


tions is eliminated. Young people 
compare themselves to the images 
that bombard them from advertising 
and media sources and feel it is their 
fault that their bodies compare so 
unfavourably.” 

She says that dieting alone does not 
cause an eating disorder, but can be 
the start of one in someone who is 
vulnerable. 

“Eating disorders are serious psy¬ 
chiatric illnesses, not a fad or diet 
gone wrong. They are multi-causal 
and complex,” Ms George said. 

“But for someone who has a predis¬ 
position towards developing one, or 
has suffered from one in the past, this 
time of year is dangerous. The Christ- 
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Keep Worm, Keep Well 
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Spending over two hours at 12°C raises blood 
pressure, increasing the risk of heart disease and JL 
stroke, especially for people over 75, or with health 
problems.

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mas period and what follows on is 
definitely the most difficult time of the 
year for people suffering from eating 
disorders. 

“People should be aware that many 
of the diets we are exhorted to follow 
have no longevity and weight lost is 
soon regained. A balanced diet and 
appropriate exercise is the only suc¬ 
cessful long-term answer for those 
who genuinely need to lose weight.” 

Melissa Wolfe, 34, developed an 
eating disorder after going on a diet - 
but agrees that most dieters don’t go 
on to do the same. 

“My eating disorder started with 
Lent, when I decided to cut out choco¬ 
late and sugar, and ended up in the 
throes of a serious illness,” she 
recalled. 

“I have no doubt that this was quite 
unusual and that there were inevita¬ 
bly other factors which ended up 
rocketing me into an eating disorder 
but, since then, I have been very scep¬ 
tical about labelling foods good and 
bad and banning things absolutely. 

“I think that lots of food companies 
jump on the fact that people tend to 
eat a bit more over Christmas to rein¬ 
force the guilt messaging that drives 
people towards being healthier. It 
seems ridiculous that December is 
filled with ads for chocolate and rich 
food and January with ads for Ac- 
timel and Dietchef, when they are 
only separated by a day - that last 
week it was fine to eat this food, but 
this week it’s not.” 

Miss Wolfe - who has been com¬ 
pletely recovered from her eating dis¬ 
order for five years - says a fresh start 
is all very well, but that being kind to 
yourself is important too. 

“I think everyone likes the idea of 
an opportunity to change something 


about themselves or make themselves 
better, but it is sad that this has now 
become associated, for many people, 
with appearance and size,” she said. 

“I think it’s really important to 
know that at any point in your life, 
you can make a conscious decision to 
change, but I also think it’s important 
to be tolerant of and loving towards 
yourself. 

“January is a pretty cold, dark, rub¬ 
bish month overall and making it 
harder for yourself by creating a lot of 
crazy rules or depriving yourself of 
things seems like a bad idea.” 

She said that when she was ill, 
Christmas, not January, was the 
worst time. 

“I think I found Christmas so in¬ 
credibly difficult that I was just re¬ 
lieved by the time January came. But 
January gives the restrictive voice a 
lot more ammunition than it normal¬ 
ly has and can make it harder to grow 
the healthier voice,” Miss Wolfe said. 

“I think people who are conscious 
of food and weight and their appear¬ 
ance are more vulnerable than other 
people to January detox messaging. It 
is likely to play into fears and worries 
about themselves that they already 
hold and reinforce these. 

“These days, I have somehow man¬ 
aged to switch off my head to those 
messages, and the older I have got the 
less it bothers me. I increasingly feel 
that I move in a society that doesn’t 
care about it at all. 

“It’s about keeping it in perspective. 
It’s a bit of a marketing ploy, and most 
people are not really going to go 
through with it. And it’s about think¬ 
ing about what you want your year to 
be like, and if you want it to be con¬ 
trolled by food or if you want it to be 
something else.”

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Make sure new voting registration 
system doesn’t leave you voiceless 


The biggest change ever to the way we register to vote came into force last year, but some are still not 
aware of how the updated scheme could affect them ahead of this May’s exciting general election... 


WHO IS LESS LIKELY TO BE REGISTERED TO VOTE?

T HIS May will see one of the 
most hotly-contested gen¬ 
eral elections in living 
memory - but unless you 
are registered to vote, you 
will have no say in the outcome. 

The county will also have local 
elections in Medway, and on top of 
that, as Mark Reckless’s defection to 
Ukip last year showed, a by-election 
could rear its head at any moment, so 
the importance of being on the elec¬ 
toral register is at an all-time high. 

But what many people don’t know, 
is that the biggest change to the elec¬ 
toral registration system in nearly 
100 years was introduced last sum¬ 
mer, with a new system, called indi¬ 
vidual electoral registration (IER), 
put in place. 

This replaced the old Victorian sys¬ 
tem, where the ‘head of household’ 
registered everyone living in their 
property. This means that now, each 
individual is responsible for register¬ 
ing themselves. 


Under IER, those already registered 
to vote will have their details on the 
existing electoral register checked 
against their details on the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions (DWP) 
database. 

Where there is a match, they will 
be ‘confirmed’ and automatically 
transferred to the new register. 

Where more information is re¬ 
quired, people will need to re-register, 
which, for the first time, people can 
now do online. 

The new system will also see some 
changes for those choosing to vote by 
post (see box). 

According to a spokesman from the 
Electoral Commission, which is an in¬ 
dependent elections watchdog and 
regulator of party and election fi¬ 
nance: “The move to IER and a more 
modern, secure and streamlined reg¬ 
istration system is an important step 
forward. 

“In particular, the fact that since 
June 2014 people have been able for 
the first time to register online will, 
we hope, make the system more ac¬ 
cessible to many of those that are not 
currently registered.

they are now responsible for their 
own registration. 

“You must be on the electoral roll 
in order to cast your vote in the May 
elections. 

“Please don’t leave it until it’s too 
late, make sure you are registered 
now, especially if you have moved 
house recently.” 

Under the new system, around 80 
per cent of those already on the elec¬ 
toral register will be automatically 
added after their name and address is 
matched against existing govern¬ 
ment records. 

However, some people need to ac¬ 


tively transfer to the new system, so 
anyone who thinks they might not be 
registered, or their details may not be 
up to date as they have moved recent¬ 
ly, can take advantage of the new on¬ 
line registration service. 

Those people who are not success¬ 
fully matched may need to provide 
additional information in order to 
complete the process - the easiest 
way to do this is online, at www.gov. 
uk/register-to-vote. 

Some local authorities do provide a 
telephone registration service, you 
should contact your local registration 
office to find out if yours does. 


TO improve security, there are 
some changes to postal voting 
that will come into effect earlier 
than for other forms of voting. 

So those who choose to use a 
postal vote should be aware of 
how they could be affected by 
the changes. These changes will 
happen in the following way: 

■ Those who already use postal 
voting, and who are matched and 
automatically transferred to the 


new register will be able to 
continue to vote by post under 
IER. 

■ Those who already use postal 
voting but are not matched ,and 
so are not automatically trans¬ 
ferred to the new register, will 
need to register individually to 
remain a postal voter. These 
voters will receive letters from 
their EROs explaining what they 
will need to do. 


■ Anyone who is not registered 
individually by 12 working days 
before the UK Parliamentary 
General Election will not be able 
to vote by post. 

However existing electors will 
still be able to vote in person at a 
polling station. That’s because no 
one will be removed from the 
existing registers as a result of 
the switch to IER until after the 
general election.

Sarah Linney speaks to Southeastern 
boss David Statham as commuters see 
terminal close for up to 18 months 


T HE phrase ‘long-suffering’ 
is often used when it comes 
to describing the county’s 
commuters. And this week 
saw them perhaps facing 
their toughest long-term test yet. 

A multi-billion-pound redevelop¬ 
ment of the busy London Bridge termi¬ 
nal has been under way for more than 
a year - but this month it got serious. 

The redevelopment of the station 
means no Charing Cross trains will 
stop there between now and August 
next year, 2016, while platforms four, 
five and six are upgraded. These are 
the platforms used by Kent services. 

And so far, it seems, it has passed off 
without major problems - although 
commuter groups say that is more 
down to luck than judgement. 

They warned that if the snow 
should fall or signals fail, the fragile 
house of cards built up around the re¬ 
build could tumble down around 
commuters’ ears. 


way around the redevelopment works. 

“This is the biggest timetable 
change in five years, and it’s early 
days. During peak time on Monday 
morning, 92.1 per cent of the trains 
ran on time - across the network at 
the moment the average is 88 or 89 
per cent - and there was some feed¬ 
back from passengers on Twitter, but 
we had no particular reports of 
overcrowding. 

“I want to say thank you to people 
for bearing with us.” 

Trains to Cannon Street have been 
given extra carriages to cope with the 
increase in passengers and there are 
also extra trains to Blackfriars, about 
ten minutes’ walk from Cannon 
Street. 

“Our advice is to try if you can to get 
on a Cannon Street train,” Mr 
Statham said. 

“But if you end up on a Charing 
Cross train, for the next 20 months 



Commuters now

Speaking to KoS this week, manag¬ 
ing director David Statham (pictured 
above) said Southeastern had done its 
best to get customers ready for the 
changes. 

“We have had about a year to pre¬ 
pare for this. We printed about a mil¬ 
lion leaflets and sent out about 100,000 
letters, and we have taken on about 
170 temporary staff,” he explained. 

“The focus for us has been to get in¬ 
formation across about what’s hap¬ 
pening, and help people replan their 


you can use 

the Underground or the buses for free 
on specified routes to get back to Lon¬ 
don Bridge.” 

However, Andrew Stott, secretary 
of the Sevenoaks Rail Travellers’ As¬ 
sociation, painted a less rosy picture. 

“My overall impression of Monday 
is that Southeastern were lucky,” he 
said. 

“The engineering works had over¬ 
run slightly and they cancelled a few 
early trains, but they managed to get 
services going. 

“Trains to Cannon Street were pret¬ 
ty crowded and a number of passen¬ 
gers reported on Twitter that they 
couldn’t get on some trains. But in the 
end everyone got there. 

“In the evening, Cannon Street was 



extremely crowded, and there were de¬ 
lays at London Bridge, where they had 
crowd control measures as they were 
trying to get people who would nor¬ 
mally be on three platforms onto one. 

“It’s going to be like that every day 
for the next three years. And if there’s 
a points failure, or a signal failure, 
which happens about once a week, or 
if there’s snow or something else, 
what would normally be a very diffi¬ 
cult situation could get chaotic be¬ 
cause the system is too stretched.” 

He said he did not feel adequate 
alternatives had been provided for 
passengers whose journeys had been 
disrupted. 

“The alternatives are limited and 
rather miserly,” Mr Stott said. 

“You can use the Tube in very limit¬ 
ed circumstances. You can’t take a 
train to Victoria and then use the Tube; 
you can’t go to Waterloo East and take 
the Waterloo and City Line to Bank; 
and on the routes you can use, you 
can’t get off at intermediate stations.” 

With a thousand trains a day - al¬ 
most one a minute - going through 
London Bridge, and platforms five and 
six among the busiest in Europe, 
Southeastern says that the revamp is 
badly needed. Jams and delays are fre¬ 
quent as trains cut across each other’s 
paths and block each other’s way. 

The redevelopment - one of the big¬ 
gest railway construction projects 
since the Second World War - will cre¬ 
ate a new concourse the size of Wem¬ 
bley Stadium and will allow the sta¬ 
tion to handle 50 per cent more 
passengers. 

“It will be a much better station. 
There will be escalators to all plat¬ 


forms and one concourse uniting all 
platforms, rather than the two or 
three on the station at the moment,” 
Mr Statham said. 

“And the track layout will change so 
there will be fewer times when a train 
has to wait for another one to pass in 
front of it.” 

There will also be 18 trains an hour 
into central London at peak times, 
making onward travel easier. 

There will be trains to King’s Cross, 
Blackfriars and Farringdon - which 
has services to Heathrow - and desti¬ 
nations like Cambridge, Peterbor¬ 
ough, Gat wick airport and Brighton. 

“Before there was a limited service, 
with one or two trains into London at 
peak times and about four an hour off- 
peak,” Mr Statham said. 

“This will make a huge difference to 
the transport system for London and 
the south east. For example, people 
will be able to get from Cambridge to 
Gatwick with no change.” 

All this, however, will be little com¬ 
fort to harassed passengers who, in 
the short term, are seeing a dimin¬ 
ished service for more money. 

Season ticket holders have seen 
prices rise by an inflation-matching 
2.5 per cent this year. 

However, Mr Stott said he felt sea¬ 
son ticket prices should also have re¬ 
mained the same. 

“Our trains to London Bridge have 
been reduced by 40 per cent, and we 
think they haven’t really been innova¬ 
tive enough about finding ways to 
make alternative journeys and 
putting on more capacity,” he said. 

“We pressed for a freeze on season 
tickets, but we have been asked to pay 


more for a reduced service, which is 
fundamentally not fair.” 

And he said the problems were not 
only confined to the work at London 
Bridge. 

“Fares keep going up, but trains are 
late - 83 per cent of trains are on time, 
and that’s throughout the day - toilets 
don’t work, the heating isn’t on or 
sometimes it’s on, on a hot day,” Mr 
Stott said. 

“People who travel on the high speed 
line from Ashford every day say it’s 
overcrowded and people have to stand. 
The excuse they use for the Sevenoaks 
line is that it’s a 19th-century railway, 
but the high speed line is supposed to 
be a 21st-century railway. 

“When things go wrong, they don’t 
tell us what’s happening. And al¬ 
though you can get compensation if 
your train is delayed by 30 minutes or 
more, if it runs on time but you can’t 
physically get on it because it is so 
overcrowded, you can’t claim. 

“In Dunton Green the lights in the 
passenger shelter have been out of or¬ 
der since November 17, and we have 
made at least six complaints about it, 
but nothing has happened.” 

He said he felt services in London 
were getting more attention than 
services in the provinces. 

“In the London area, the Mayor has 
taken over rail services, prices have 
gone up less and they have got new 
trains which run on time and are 
cleaner,” he added. 

“We are seeing more and more 
divergence between the London 
system, where fares are subsidised 
because it is good for London, and 
fares out of Kent. But the economy 
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depends on good commuter services. 

“Since privatisation, the government subsi¬ 
dy to the railways has increased from £1 bil¬ 
lion [about £1.8 billion in today’s money] to 
£5.2 billion.” 

However, Mr Statham said he was aware of 
the problems and that Southeastern planned 
to invest this year in improving services. 

“About a million journeys this year will be 
taken by people whose tickets haven’t had the 
price put up, and we are also offering dis¬ 
counts on the high speed line,” he said. 

“The increase is the lowest for five years, 
and will enable us to invest money in improv¬ 
ing our service and the government to invest 
money in the rail infrastructure. Although it 
would be theoretically possible to raise prices 
by less than that, all the financial assump¬ 
tions we have made involve investing £70 mil¬ 
lion in the things customers tell us are most 
important to them; a cleaner, more pleasant 
environment, a more reliable service, and bet¬ 
ter information when things go wrong. 

“We do want people to feel they are getting 
better value for money - it is a big issue for sea¬ 
son ticket holders. But this massive invest¬ 
ment is going to make a huge change and 
hopefully people will see a real difference in 
the coming years.” 

He said Network Rail had also invested tens 
of millions of pounds trying to combat prob¬ 
lems that had beset the railways last year. 

“They have invested £19m across our net¬ 
work in improving earthworks and embank¬ 
ments, and there has been a lot of investment 
in making networks more resilient in cold 
weather.”

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Famous name 
with a Victoria 
Cross and an

The Neame name carries a lot of weight in Kent 
given the brewery which the family has run. But 
Sir Philip Neame opted instead for a military 
career which would see him serve in both world 
wars and win the highest of honours. Molly 
Kersey looks back at a remarkable man 


B EING the only man 
in history to hold 
both a Victoria 
Cross and an Olym¬ 
pic Gold medal, you 
could be forgiven for a hint of 
egotism. 

But many of those who met 
Lieutenant General Sir Philip 
Neame VC were stunned by 
his modesty and lack of self- 
importance. 

And this from the nephew of 
the founding father of one of 
Kent’s most famous, and celebrat¬ 
ed, businesses - the Faversham- 
based brewer Shepherd Neame. 

So just who was the man 
behind the legend? 

Born in Selling, near Faver- 
sham, in 1888, Sir Philip was 
awarded the Victoria Cross for 
his heroic actions while serv¬ 
ing as a lieutenant with the 
15th field company, Royal En¬ 
gineers, 8th division in France. 

He was just 26-years-old at 
the time. 

He had been a professional 
soldier before hostilities broke 
out, having graduated from 
the Royal Military Academy 
in Woolwich in 1908. 

His son, Nigel Neame, told 
KoS: “He had been sent for¬ 
ward initially to build some 
wire entanglements, but hav¬ 
ing gone forward the infantry 
who he was supporting were 
being counter attacked them¬ 
selves by the Germans. 

“They had a lot of wounded 
personnel already and they 
were pinned down by ma¬ 
chine gun fire. 

“My father went forward 
and immediately asked for 
some hand grenades, or ‘jam 
tin bombs’, and he was told 
they were not usable because 
the fuse had gotten wet. 

“He was actually responsi¬ 
ble for making a lot of these 
things, so he knew how to 
work out how these bombs 
could be fused or ignited even 


when they were damp. 

“He had his penknife with 
him and trimmed all the fuses 
down and using a match box 
he was able to ignite the fuses 
and get the grenades working. 

“With that he got all the in¬ 
fantry to get all the grenades 
they could, and single-hand¬ 
edly held the Germans back. 

“He was moving along the 
trench, popping up in differ¬ 
ent places all the time, hurling 
these jam tin bombs to keep 
the Germans at bay while 
they got a lot of the men who 
had been wounded out.” 

Sir Philip held the trench for 
some 45 minutes while those 
who were wounded were 
evacuated. It is a fascinating 
tale of bravery. 

Sir Philip’s Victoria Cross 
and the penknife he used on 
December 19 are now both 
proudly displayed in the Impe¬ 
rial War Museum. 

And yet Sir Philip’s humili¬ 
ty never wavered. 

His son, Nigel Neame ex¬ 
plained: “He always reminded 
us that what he did was going 
on across the whole of the 
Western Front, day in day out. 
He didn’t really think that his 
action had been exceptional, 
but his action had been noticed. 

“I think he was very mod¬ 
est, very self-effacing. There 
was no ego to him whatsoev¬ 
er. I think that was recognised 
by all sorts of people who 
worked with him. 

“He survived, but he recog¬ 
nised that a lot of others 
didn’t.” 

Sir Philip was married to 
Berta, and together they had 
three sons - David, twins Nigel 
and Philip, and a daughter, 
Veronica. 

Mr Neame explained: “He 
didn’t speak a great deal about 
his time in the war. He did tell 
us about the Victoria Cross be¬ 
cause as we got older we knew 


he had won one and it was 
special. He tended to make 
light of it.” 

After peace was declared, 
Philip Neame, a keen sports¬ 
man, then set himself a new 
target. 

He was part of the Great 
Britain team which travelled, 
in 1924, to Paris. He was part 
of the shooting team in what 
was known as the ‘running 
deer’ competition. Very much 
an event of its time, it was a 
contest involving four teams 
firing single shots at a moving 
target which simulated the 
animal. 

He achieved his goal and 
collected an Olympic gold 
medal. He is, and remains, the 
only holder of the VC to also 
have won an Olympic gold. 

Remaining in the British 
Army, his impressive career 
in the military saw him con¬ 
tinue to rise up through the 
ranks. During the Second 
World War he attained the 
rank of Lieutenant General, 
and commanded British forc¬ 
es in North Africa. 

During the conflict he 
found himself sent to north 
Africa and parts of the Middle 
East, where he would serve 
time on the frontline. 

Eventually captured and 
held in an Italian prison 
camp, he helped dig a tunnel 
which saw a number of Allied 
troops escape the clutches of 
the enemy. 

Sir Philip went on to serve as 
the Lieutenant Governor of 
Guernsey from 1945 to 1953, 
and was knighted. 

Sir Philip retired back to his 
home town of Selling, where 
he died in 1978, aged 89. 

He is buried at Selling 
Church.

Lifelong Michael Jackson fan Ben Bowman explains he relishes the challenge 


THE world was left reeling several 
years ago, at the news of Michael 
Jackson’s untimely death.

The most famous of Germany’s grapes is taking the spotlight once more, Sam Wylie-Harris claims... 


EVERY grape has its moment and, 
mainly thanks to the surge in popu¬ 
larity of Asian cuisine, this time has 
come for riesling. 

Germany’s trophy grape comes in a 
variety of styles, and this noble white 
with its crisp, natural acidity, no oak 
influence and a lower-than-average 
alcohol level is light and elegant, but 
with the power to partner spicy cur¬ 
ries, stir-fries and sushi and sashimi. 

The flavours of apples, peaches and 
pear come in varying degrees of 
sweetness - from bone dry to richly 
sweet - and the distinctive slim bottle 
that’s sometimes too tall to fit in the 
door of the fridge (a minor irritant) 
has also found favour in South Africa, 
Australia and New Zealand where it’s 
grown in small quantities. 


Just across the border from Germa¬ 
ny, the picturesque Alsace region in 
north-east France also produces ex¬ 
cellent riesling and the famous wine 
route (which celebrated its 60th an¬ 
niversary last year) stretches along 
vine-covered hills on the west bank of 
the river Rhine. 

The sunny, warm and dry climate 
provides ideal conditions for wine¬ 
making and dry, spicy styles such as 
Cave de Beblenheim Grafeneben Ries¬ 
ling 2010, Alsace, France which is a 
lovely example. 

With typical aromas of spring flow¬ 
ers and a streak of minerality run¬ 
ning through the lemony flavours, 
this would also pair well with firm 
white fish for non-spice lovers. 

A sweeter counterpart and an off-

dry style from one of the region’s most 
famous winemakers, Roily Gas- 
smann, Riesling 2009, Roily Gas- 
sman, Alsace, France is rich and lush 
but has enough acidity to stop it be¬ 
ing over-the-top. 

With succulent pear flavours and a 
hint of pepper, it has a gewurztramin- 
er lychee nose, but without the oily 
mouthfeel and tastes utterly deli¬ 
cious. 

Lucky for some, Germany has 13 
wine regions and the second largest, 
Pfalz is marked by powerful, dry 
styles such as Darting Estate Diirkhe- 
imer Riesling 2013, Germany. 

Fresh and lively with peach, apple 
and melon punctuated by a bracing 
note of minerality that gives way to 
orange groves, it is both exotic and 


appealing.For newcomers to riesling 
who prefer to venture Down Under 
for their vino, Wakefield in the Clare 
Valley have found a formula for suc¬ 
cess with their medal-winning Wake¬ 
field Estate Riesling 2012, Australia 

It is dry, crisp and brimming with 
orchard fruits, tingling acidity and 
lovely, lingering aromatics on the 
lively finish. 

Uber citrusy, pungent and very 
lively, it may come as little surprise 
that Belmonte Riesling 2010, New 
Zealand is from the Marlborough re¬ 
gion, home to top-notch New World 
sauvignon blanc. 

With similar zippy appeal, it’s 
fruity and pure with honeysuckle 
aromas and an energetic finish that’s 
more than a match with fusion food.

TRAVEL REVIEW: St Lucia 

By Josie Clarke 


ON ARRIVAL at St James’s Club Mor¬ 
gan Bay in St Lucia, after a 90-minute 
drive from the airport, we have barely 
stepped out of the taxi before we’re 
handed a rum punch, while the chil¬ 
dren receive an alcohol-free version 
and a kid’s pack outlining their week 
ahead with the author Chris Brad¬ 
ford, who is running a series of ‘boot 
camps’ based on his bestselling 
Young Samurai and Bodyguard 
series. 

Bradford is the latest Puffin artist 
in residence for Elite Island Resorts in 
the Caribbean, where Rachel Bright, 
author of My Sister Is An Alien! and 
Curtis Jobling, the original creator of 
Bob The Builder, have also run two- 
week holiday workshops at some of 
the group’s kids’ clubs as part of the 
all-inclusive package. 

Aided by props that include a real 
samurai sword (which can take a lit¬ 
tle explaining at customs, I’m told) 
and a can of cold sweat (don’t ask), 
Bradford has the children literally 
sprinting to boot camp as soon as 
they’ve finished their breakfast. 

It’s a high-octane, energetic series 
of mornings that teaches all the es¬ 
sential skills required to become a 
holiday ninja - silent creeping, self- 
defence techniques, a dash of origami 
and the correct pronunciation of kon- 
nichiwa and sayonara - amid some 
great lessons about the importance of 
perseverance and individuality. 

The workshops are punctuated 
with good old-fashioned storytelling 
and previews of Bradford’s books. 

It’s all pretty exciting stuff, and 
while mum and dad are quietly sun¬ 
ning themselves on the beach, it’s 
probably best they don’t know that a 
(highly-controlled and safety as¬ 
sessed) demonstration of the samurai 
sword, involving holding a piece of 


paper at close quarters, has the resort 
manager Mark turning slightly pale 
and walking away with his head in 
his hands. 

All of this is more entertaining 
than sitting with mum and dad, who 
are enjoying the sort of blissful peace 
and relaxation they thought had 
been relegated to a previous lifetime. 

Safe in the knowledge that the chil¬ 
dren are under the watchful eyes of 
not only Bradford, but a full comple¬ 


ment of dedicated child carers, we 
spend our mornings gliding gently 
between the swim-up bar (it opens 
well before lunch, which is hardly our 
fault) and the lovely beach, where 
there are a vast range of water sports.

Whiplash 

(15, 106 mins) Drama/Ro¬ 
mance 

THE fresh paint of 2015 has barely 
dried and already we have a strong 
contender for the film of the year. 

Inspired by writer-director 
Damien Chazelle’s experiences in a 
fiercely-competitive high school 


jazz band, Whiplash is an electrify¬ 
ing tale of a 19-year-old drummer’s 
bruising battle of wits with his 
monstrous college tutor. 

As the title intimates, pain is acute 
in Chazelle’s lean script that pulls 
no punches in its depiction of the 
pursuit of musical excellence, 
which propels the self-destructive 
student to the brink of a mental and 
physical breakdown. 

Our investment in the characters 
is immense and Chazelle rewards 
us with an astounding denouement 
that saps every ounce of energy 
from our bodies. 

Wild 

(15, 115 mins) Drama 

IT’S a perfect paradox. 

Sometimes to find yourself, you 
have to completely lose yourself: 
strip yourself bare of home 
comforts, temporarily sever 
emotional ties and stare your 


demons in the eye. 

Only when you hit rock bottom 
with an almighty thump can you 
honestly assess your strengths and 
frailties. 

In 1994, 26-year-old Cheryl 
Strayed (Reese Witherspoon, right) 
decided to come to terms with the 
death of her mother by embarking 
on a gruelling 1,100-mile solo trek 
along the Pacific Crest Trail passing 
through California, Oregon, and 
Washington. 

There are some powerful scenes 
of threat and self-reflection 
including a moving encounter on 
the trail. 

American Sniper 

(15, 132 mins) Thriller/Action/ 
Romance 

BORN and raised in Odessa, Texas, 
Chris Kyle became a professional 
rodeo rider until injury forced him 
to reassess his priorities. 


He enlisted with the military and 
his keen eye - nurtured by his 
father who taught him to hunt at an 
early age, caught their attention. 

During four tours of duty in Iraq, 
he gained the reputation as the 
most lethal sniper in American 
military history with 160 confirmed 
kills to his name. 

When Kyle eventually returned 
home, deeply scarred by clashes 


with insurgents and the deaths of 
his brothers in arms, he gradually 
regained his humanity and 
reconnected with his family by 
working with veterans suffering 
from post-traumatic stress disorder. 

“I’m making memories by 
myself. I have no one to share them 
with,” sobs Kyle’s wife Taya.

THE weather is going to be the telling 
factor in garden design trends this 
year, thanks to several years of exces¬ 
sively wet weather and flooding. 

So says award-winning garden de¬ 
signer Chris Beardshaw, co-presenter 
of BBC2’s Great Garden Revival. 

He is currently planning his forth¬ 
coming Healthy Cities show garden 
with first-time RHS Chelsea Flower 
Show sponsor Morgan Stanley. 

“There’s a real awareness of the 
challenges of the weather,” he says. 

“We’ve gone through that period 
where we thought it was going to get 
hotter and buying phormiums and 
cordylines and then finding that the 
winter killed them. 

“People are going back to much 
more resilient planting types. There’s 
a real resurgence in shrubs. 

“The last few decades have been 
about herbaceous perennials and 
grasses and I think a lot of people are 
now much more interested in 
combinations. 

“We often put shrub roses with cle¬ 
matis and an underscore of bulbs to 
give three hits of interest. 

“People are becoming aware that 
one plant doesn’t necessarily cover all 
bases and are adopting a more refined 
approach to planting.” 

Plants such as phillyrea and decid¬ 
uous rhododendrons, which provide 
masses of interest through a long sea¬ 
son and little maintenance, may be¬ 
come more popular, he predicts. 

We are moving away from ‘static 
gardens’, low-maintenance, mini¬ 
malist plots which don’t change 


through the season and are lacking 
in personality. 

“People want the garden to respond 
to the seasons - and the plants have to 
respond to that.” 

“The bubble of ‘grow your own’ has 
burst,” he continues. 

“After a couple of dodgy weather 
seasons, most people are now realis¬ 
ing that growing fruit and veg is not 


as easy as it might seem and, as a con¬ 
sequence, are becoming more selec¬ 
tive of what they grow. 

“Rhubarb is becoming fantastical¬ 
ly popular because it is so easy to 
grow, along with fruit like damsons 
and gages, which can be planted as 
hedging or put in a wild area of the 
garden and will largely look after 
themselves. 


“Likewise, with vegetables, we will 
take into account the amount of time 
and space our choice uses up. 

“So things like cut-and-come- 
again salad leaves, which cost a lot in 
the shops, will continue to be popular 
as they are easy to grow and give 
great rewards.” 

Gardeners seem to be more savvy 
than previously, perhaps because of 


the wealth of information available 
on plant sites on the internet, and 
want more bang for their buck when 
buying plants, he says. 

Mr Beardshaw added: “We are 
keen to see plants working hard, 
which is perhaps a symptom of 
gardens getting smaller. 

“We are looking at more high 
intensity planting.”

Threat posed to 
our hospitals 

STATISTICS this week have shown 
that A&E departments up and 
down the country are in crisis. 

Unfortunately, east Kent 
hospitals are no exception. 

The most up-to-date statistics 
show that 13.9 per cent of patients 
waited more than four hours in 
A&E, which is well below the target 
of five per cent. 

A Care Quality Commission 
report in August last year further 
highlighted the problem. It 
branded east Kent hospitals 
inadequate, with one of the major 
causes for concern being a chronic 
over reliance on locum staff and 
over-time in the A&E department 
at the QEOM. 

Labour identified this issue in 
2013 and started a campaign 
calling on management to 
intervene. 

We were told that it wasn’t a 
concern, but unfortunately this

AS A FORMER resident of Dartford

IF NISSAN prestige brand, Infiniti, is to win over 
UK hearts and minds then it must learn from 
German premium stars BMW, Audi and Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz. 

And it has certainly picked up on one ruse; 
facelift an existing model and re-market it as a 
‘new generation’ vehicle. 

In Infiniti’s case, this means we are now see¬ 
ing a heavily revised version of its 2010-vintage 
mid-range M model - a rival to the aforemen¬ 
tioned German trio’s 5 Series, A6 and E-Class 
respectively. 

Now called the 070, bringing it into line with the 
marque’s smaller 050 3 Series wannabe, it does ac¬ 
tually represent quite a change from the M model. 

Starting at an attractive £32,650 with a hefty 
range of standard kit - a key part of the Infiniti 
sales pitch - the car is now more in line with cur¬ 
rent Infiniti styling, and gains efficient LED 
lights as standard, plus rear-view camera, front 
and rear parking sensors, Infiniti’s ‘Connectivi- 
ti’ infotainment and navigation system, 18-inch 
wheels, and leather seats with ventilation. 

But the biggest change to the new look line-up 
is the arrival of a punchy yet more eco-friendly 
(129g/km of C02) four-cylinder 2.2-litre diesel 
replacing the old V6 diesel. 


This new entry level unit is expected to be the 
runaway best seller, giving Infiniti much-need¬ 
ed clout in the company car ‘user chooser’ mar¬ 
ket and has been produced in conjunction with 
Mercedes-Benz parent, Daimler - one can only 
presume that the German brand is unconcerned 
about possible effects on E-Class sales. 


The engine is partnered with a standard seven- 
speed automatic ‘box more in line with what the op¬ 
position offers, and some versions come with sporty 
FI gearchange paddles on the steering wheel. 

Infiniti also has high hopes for the more ag¬ 
gressive looking 2.2 Sport (£35,850) variant 
with uprated brakes and 20-inch wheels.

Citroen’s Cactus may look a little odd with its padded doors, but it stands alone in 
what is currently a deserted market sector - cheap to buy and run yet spacious too

C ACTUS is a great name 
for Citroen’s latest and 
most eye-catching model 
for a while. 

I’ve quoted the Renault 
Captur as its best rival but, fact is, the 
Citroen stands out like a cactus in 
the desert - as nothing comes close in 
style or purpose. 

It also survives on little (fuel that 
is) and can look after itself, not with 
spines, but good protection - notably 
the unique ‘Airbump’ polyurethane 
side panels, interchangeable if you 
fancy a new look later. 

In short, it’s probably the French 
marque’s most innovative car since 
the legendary 2CV, echoing it 
through low price and running 
costs, space and unique styling. 

Much of the car’s economy comes 
from lightness; the car weighs 
around 200kg - the weight of at least 
two average men - less than equiva¬ 
lent C4 hatchback models. 

This allows the car to ride lightly 
on a standard steel suspension that 
keeps costs down, but feels smooth in 
the tradition of Citroen’s famous 
hydro-pneumatic system. 

The down side is some leaning on 
corners, but you tend to forgive this 
for the supple ride, and also because 
none of the engines are intended for 


‘sporty driving’ - this is more a car to 
deliver interest, image and internal 
space for very little outlay. 

Apart from those eye-catching air 
bumps - which I would have 
extended to the rear edge of the back 
doors to avoid damage to neighbour¬ 
ing cars in car parks - the car’s front 


end is also futuristic, and I recom¬ 
mend the optional panoramic 
sunroof (£395) to add to the cabin’s 
airiness, though there is no sun- 
blind. 

The passenger airbag has been 
cleverly re-located into the roof - per¬ 
haps triggering an industry trend - 


in order to solve ‘the case of the 
disappearing glovebox’ ie the 
glovebox lid or cover that disguises 
something so small it cannot even 
hold gloves let alone other stuff we 
would prefer to hide safely. 

The Cactus glovebox, by contrast, 
is generous with a second USB

connector. 

I have to mark down the lack of 
split folding rear seats though; 
presumably this was a weight saver, 
but could be a deal breaker for some. 

It’s a shame because the Cactus 
has a cavernous 358-litre boot - far 
better than any family hatchback - 
and an ultimate (seats folded) 
capacity of 1,170. 

Engine-wise, check out the 
advanced turbocharged three-cylin¬ 
der Puretech petrol units: they are 
economical but punchy when needed 
and cheap to buy, and impressed 
most when I drove various models at 
the Cactus launch. 

By contrast, the 1.6-litre diesel test 
car not only seems expensive, but 
feels more wallowing on the bends, 
no doubt due to the heavier engine 
adding the weight of 1-2 more 
passengers.
